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Continuation of 3. NOTE: As per the applicant's argument that amended claims 1 ,13,14 and 26 addresses the '112-2 issue without 
effecting the scope of the said claims, the examiner finds the applicants arguments not to be persuasive in that the phrases "... is 
erased..." and "... is destroyed after utilizing..." encompass a far broader area of memory read/write/modify access context then the 
previous "... does not store..." from which the amendment is directed (i.e., stored data can be erased, but not destroyed, such that an 
effort may be made to recover data that has been erased or deleted inadvertantly). While the proposed claims address the 1 12-2' 
indefinite language issues perse, the new limitations would require additional search. The examiner declines to reopen prosecution. Thus, 
any such claims submitted formally after final rejection would not be entered.
